Johnson, who 
stated that the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States regarding 
the Civil Rights bill was really a cause 
of congratulation to colored people, as 
the fourteenth amendment placed the 
blacks on an equality with the whites, 
and any other legislation on the subject: 
impugned the validity and purposes of 
it. Several colored speakers expressed , 
feelings of grief and regret at the action 
of the judicial departwent of the United 
States, and evinced considerable spirit 
in stating that- humbng should have 
so long continued without detection.

The 
yellow fever has reached the interior, 
and its ravages are even worse, than on 
the coast. The Sonora tried to enter 
Mazatlan, but they would not permit 
her.

Some later particulars of the flood at 
Altata are received. Only a few houses 
are left. Some seventy persons have 
perished, and no doubt more in the in- 
terior. At Culiacan the cane plantation 
ot Joaquin Redo was almost entirely de- 
stroyed. Mills of both cotton and sugar 
sustained severe damage. The country 
along the borders of the Culiacan river 
has been flooded, resulting in great loss 
of crops and stock. The ‘channel of the 
harbor on the inside of the Bay of Altata 
changed entirely. 

In Guaymas only one death from yel- 
low fever is reported yesterday, but some 
few cases, always new-comers. Unless 
it is absolutely necessary it is not safe 
to come to Guaymas antil after the first 
of November.

Zodiacal Lights, 

Last Saturday the statement was made 
in the Trmes, on the authority of the Sig- 
nal Service officer of this city, that the 
phenomena which appeared iu the western 
sky several nights last week @ere what 
are known as zodiacal lights, and a de- 
scription of the same, taken from the 
authorities on the subject, was appended. 

t seems that this roused the indignation 
of a morning cotemporary and called 
forth the following paragraph day before 
yesterday: 


The genius who’ ascribed the reflected 

light of the setting sun from the Pacific 
ocean on the vapors in the western sky, to 
the Zodiacallight is too wise to live long. 
An insurance policy on his life and a lot 
in the cemetery will be next in order. 
Nowour superannuated friend is sup- 
posed to be very weatherwise, and we will 
leave itfor him to explain how the same 
light appeared in the morning in the east- 
ern sky, with even’ greater bril- 
liancy, as is the testimony of 
the Signal Service officer and several other 
citizens. It will. be refreshing to learn 
that it was caused in the morning by the 
vapors of the desert. But the same lights 
were seen at other points on the coast, 
both morning and evening, and were there 
also recognized as zodiacal lights, as will 
be seen by the following dispatch to the 
Sunday Chronicle: 


“Santa Barsara, October 19.---Last 
evening at sunset and foran hour and a 
quarter after the western sky was filled 
with a most brilliant display of zodiacal 
light. Scarlet and gold waves extended 
from the horizon to the zenith. This 
morning a similar glow was seen.’’

OIL DEVELOPMENTS. 


Points from a Prospector Coneern- 
ing the Work Being Pone. 

A reporter of the Times yesterday met 
Mr. Burdette Chandler, the well-known 
oil man of this county, and obtained from 
him some information concerning the 


Puente and Petrolia oil districts, in both 
of which he is interested. Mr. Chandler 
had just returned from his wells and 
states that everything is progressing sat- 
isfactorily. The deepest well at Puente is 
now down 270 feet, and Mr. Chandler will 
putitdown 1000 feet, if, necessary. At 
Potrolia the prospect is very encouraging. 
Besides Mr. Chandler’s well; Bower & Co. 
are putting down one at the rate of 30 
feet a day. and a Santa Ana company is at 
work, with good prospect, on the Shank- 
lin land. The oil from these districts 
sells readily at from $1.50 to $10 per bar- 
rel, and Mr. Chandler says he could read- 
hily find a market for 1000 barrels a day if 
he had it. In this city the Electric Light 
works, the cannery and the City Foundry 
are using this oil. The San Gabriel Wine 
Company and the Colton Lime Works 
‘also use it. The demand for oil is very 
great and constantly increasing, and there 
is at present no more inviting field for 
capitalists than to develop the immense 
oil districts in the neighborhood of this 
city.
